One of the biggest lumber deals 
ever made in the Northwest, which 
has been on tapis for some time, says 
a bt*Paul dispatch, was consummated 
in this city last night.

This rail 
road runs from Cross Lake to near 
Leech lake, aud is twenty three miles 
in length. During the past few years 
the annual cut of the S t Anthony 
Logging company nan been about 40, 
000,000 feet aud there 
is timber 
euough in this deal to keep the plant 
in operation for ten years

a t Toledo. Secretary of State John W. 
Foster bas three times called the attention 
of British Minister Sir Julian Pauncefote 
to the fact that Creal Britafil has {fiactu 
three war vessels on the lakes, contrary to 
the treaty of 1818, and Sir Julian baa three 
times replied that they are not war vessels, 
but revenue cutters. And on this distinc­ 
tion the discussion will turn for sometime. 
The cingular fret is that the three vessels 
were built and about really to sail across 
Georgian bay I* fore the United States 
found it out; y>t they are sw ift armored 
vessels, ends* r of « modern and destruct­ 
ive type, iu~,Zr .i sihau, manned by British 
sailors instead of Canadian, flying the 
British Asg only and under direct orders, 
rn far as can Is? learned, of the British ad­ 
miralty. They are named the Pct rad, the 
Constance and the Curlew. The last was 
launched at I .ami I ton, Ont., but the others 
were built wit h what appears to be* great 
secrecy at Owen sound, a small projection 
from the northern shore of Georgian bay. 
The Toledo Blade, with commendable 
enterprise as well as patriotism, started an 
investigation by an experienced naval re­ 
porter and an intelligent seaman 
who 
hail served in the navy, as soon as the 
first hint of such vessels reached Toledo. 
These gentlemen have seen and described 
the vessels, and from their report there 
seems to be no reason for doubting The 
Blade's conclusion. It runs thus: 
“Forty-eight hours after war has been 
declared upon the United States by Eng­ 
land Chicago, Cleveland and Detroit or any 
three lake cities could be reduced to ashc .

F r a n c e ’s N e w I ^ b o r L a w s. 
The French law dealing with the con­ 
ditions of female and child labor in fac­ 
tories has been promulgated. It prohibits 
the em plopnent of children under twelve 
whether they have an educational certifi­ 
cate or not, while all children under thir­ 
teen m ust have a medical certificate. The 
inspectors may also require a medical ex­ 
amination in the case of children under 
sixteen to ascertain if they are not over­ 
tasked. 
Under sixteen years of age th© 
work is limited to ten hours a day, and 
under eighteen to sixty hours a week. 
Night work is prohibited for women and 
girls and for young men under eighteen.

I i 180!* Mr. Blaine was elected speaker of 
the house, acting iii that capacity for six 
successive years.

revolution of 1874 
placed the Dem ocracy in power in tin* house 
an I Mr. Blaine becam e the leader of the Re­ 
publican m inority. 
Preceding the presiden­ 
tial contest o f 1876 the session of the house 
w as a storm y one, aud in the general am­ 
nesty bill, removing the disabilities of par­ 
ticipants in the rebriiioti. Mr. Blaine stood 
up for an exception in the case of Jefferson 
D avis. 
One of his most notable speeches was 
made at this tim e under the spur of oppo­ 
sition of Mr. H ill of Georgia.

For years he ’stood in th*' 
very first rank of the great men of the 
land and few* men have ever wielded such 
a potent influence a# Jam es (J. Blaine. 
IL* was the one whom his party delight­ 
ed to honor and whose word was law 
with his followers. W ith the exception of 
tin* presidential chair he achieved every 
form of su♦’('ess possible to u statesman 
In a free country. 
He *>egan at the bot­ 
tom of the ladder of fame. He rose to 
Ihe top, ami with his death there passe# 
away one of the foremost figures in the 
history of Hie republic. Few men have 
had so many ardent admirers and tie- 
voted fiends. 
He made many’ bitter 
enemies as well. This was but a natural 
result of the position he lilied in life. 
But now all animosity is buried, and 
friends and political foes alike unite in 
xpressious of regret at the passing away 
A the “ man from Maine."

The best and rarest of the curiosi 
ties at the California State Mining 
Bureau’s museum are to be on exhi­ 
bition at the Mechanics’ fair, and 
among them are many things which 
have been sren by comparatively few. 
Some valuable new features are also 
to be included, according to the San 
Francisco Examiner. 
There is the American mummy faro" 
ily, surpassing in interest the Egyp­ 
tian mummies, because the bodies 
themselves, in remarkable preserva- 
vation, are shown, and tile beholder 
doesn’t have to exercise his imagina­ 
tion on discolored cloth and painted 
wood. The American mummies are 
Toltecs, the race that preceded the 
Azteca and once inhabited Mexico, 
and, as near as can be scientifically 
calculated, they died 400 years before 
Columbusdi8covered the land in which 
they were burie J. The family consists 
of four, a man, woman and two chil­ 
dren. All will be shown in the sitting 
postures exactly as they were found. 
The bodies were discovered in 
a 
cave high tip in the mountains of 
New Mexico, about 200 miles lrom 
Deming. They had been placed there 
fully 800 years ago, probably for pro­ 
tection againat 
some enemy, 
and 
the entrance to the cave had been 
sealed with sun-dried adobe bricks 
and natural rocks, cemented togeth­ 
er with adobe plaster. The mumiiied 
bodies of the male and female were 
found seated side by side, faced tow­ 
ard the east, as was the ancient bur­ 
ial custom. A 7-year old boy was 
at the right of the father, and a girl 
of probably 2 years was at the left of 
the mother. No embalming process had 
been used, and the petrification was 
entire’y due to the drying action in 
that high and air tight cave. 
The 
skeletons are wonderfully well 
pre 
served and tile muscles, nerves and 
tendons, with the various infernal 
organs, all remain. The skin of the 
faces may even be seen, and on the 
head of the woman is yet her splendid 
growth of dark brown 
hair. The 
clothing remains, though not intact. 
The man’s garment was of 
some 
rough material that looked like dried 
grass plaited. The woman was dress­ 
ed in woven cloth and, true to her 
sex, she had the larger child clad in a 
fabric, while anout the baby was a 
robe of fur. 
Eight centuries have 
passed and the Toltecs are going to 
the mechanic's fair.

They have used up all their lumber 
or boxes, and have about used all 
the barley sacks in (lie country, ship­ 
ping them in that manner. The chil­ 
dren make from $7 to 820 a day 
catching them, and their numbers do 
not seem to diminish. Similar reports 
of the great number of these birds 
come from Agua Caliente and Gila 
Bend, and their slaughter goes along 
daily.—Yuma (A. T.)Sentinel.

On motion the secretary wa* in-

A report of the committee on sites, 
four member* of the com­ 
mittee was made, but the president 
j refused to entertain the report for the

mittee had been called by the chair­ 
man or had been held, and the report 
was referred back to the same com­ 
mittee for future action. The report 
recommended the purchase of IO lots 
in block 17 of Sleekier’* addition to 
Brainerd at a cost not to exceed 
$1 ,.■>00. A petition signed by 60 pro- 
[>erty owners in the ward wa* pre­ 
terit <*d asking the board not to pur­ 
chase the site above recommended, 
but instead of it w’hat is known as the 
Murray property, or any of the blocks 
between 12tb and 14th street, and 
Oak and Quince streets. The chair­ 
man of the site committee, Mr. Cong­ 
don informs us that a meeting of the 
committee will be held tomorrow af­ 
ternoon and the different sites in­ 
spected, and a hearing will be accord­ 
ed to all interested on the subject be­ 
fore any reeoemuaen Ast ions are made. 
There seems to be considerable dif­ 
ference of opinion over there as to 
where the building should be located, 
and it is but just that all should be 
accorded a hearing before the matter 
is settled.

Rev. C. H. Treglawney died at 
| Valley City, N. D , Jan.*7th, 1893, 
aged 42 years. His last illness was 
! quit** brief though he had beeu brok- 
! HU m health and spirit since confer- 
j ence. On Dec. 30th, he took to his 
bed aud on the day set for the de- 
j dicatioo of the new church, waa dead. 
His sufferings were intense, but amid 
them ail, he was thoughtful for the 
I welfare of his family. The people 
of Valley City were exceedingly kind 
to turn and bis bereft family and gave 
constant tokens of loving care; the 
Masons showed a contant brotherly 
devotion. 
Kind friends from Brain­ 
erd also came to comfort and serve. 
But nothing could be done to save 
his life and, amid Christian triumph, 
Bro. Treglawney passed on to higher 
and better things. The family wert 
all at the bedside. The elder son, 
reached his father’s side just five 
minutes before death, was recognized, 
welcomed aud bidden farewell.

Seven years ago he came 
west and has served as pastor at St. 
Thomas, 
Pembina, Brainerd, Alex­ 
andria and Valley City. He was a 
hearty earnest man, zealous for God 
and the souls of men, warm in his 
ersonal attachments and devoted to j as above. 
is family. He leaves a widow and 
four children who are greatly strick­ 
en but grandly sustained. God has 
multiplied friends to them.

T h e recommendation of the ap­ 
pointment by Senator W ashburn of 
Alvah Eastman, of St. Cloud, A. N. 
Dare, of Elk River, and Oscar Cutter, 
of Anoka, to take the final appraise­ 
ment of the Fort Ripley reservation 
has been made. 


T he Review of Reviews for Febru­ 
ary appeals with uncommon force to 
men of action aud men of affairs in 
the large and small cities of the 
United States.

and such practical questions as the 
inheritance tax. 
The beauty of the 
treatm ent ot these questions by the 
Review of Reviews lies in its freedom 
from mere theory and dissertation 
and its reliance upon plenty of solid 
and timely facts

to the Review of Reviews without dis­ 
appointment. The 
feature of the 
February number that will perhaps 
attract most attention of all is Mr. 
W. T. Stead’s great character sketch 
of the late Jay Gould, an English 
journalist dealing with as distinctive 
an American character as our new 
western civilization has produced. 


T h e February number of the Re­ 
view of Reviews contains a lengthy 
article on electric street lighting, in 
which the cost of operating by the 
mumcipaltlies is compared with the 
cost when furnished by private cor­ 
porations. 
This is of interest to the 
people of our city just at this time 
when the question of disposing of 
our plant is being agitated. 
The 
article contains statistics from fifty- 
two 
cities, twenty-three of which 
furnish their own lights and twenty- 
nine are supplied by private compan 
ies. The average cost per light per 
year of a 2,(XX) candle power light, 
when supplied by the municipality, is 
$53.04; w! -i supplied by private com­ 
panies. ;D up 01 which shows a great 
saving to cities furnishing their own 
lights. 
T h e f i g u r e ^rom cities furn 
ishing their own lights do not con­ 
tain interest on mouey invested, or 
depreciation of plant. 
This is ascer­ 
tained to be an average of $33.60 per 
light per year, which added to $53.04 
makes $86.64 the total average cost of 
lights when furnished by cities them ­ 
selves. Compare this with $106.01, the 
average cost by private companies, 
and it will readily be seen that a great 
saving is effected by cities conducting 
their own plants for street lighting. 
A perusal of the article in questiou 
by those interested in this matter is 
recommended, that they may see for 
themselves.

The MilleLacs Indians. 
Maj. C. A. Ruffee, Indian ageat at 
White Earth, with D. Hall, chairman 
of 
the Chippewa commission and 
Capt. C. H. Beau lean, recently made 
a tour to the Mile Lacs Indian re­ 
servation with a view to seeing what 
could be done towards their removal 
to W hite Earth, but they were un­ 
successful in their effects. 
In regard 
to 
the matter Commissioner Hall 
gives the following to the Pioneer 
fTess for publication: 
“It has been fcrod that only a very 
small portion ef tke Mille Lac* band 
actually live upon the so called Milie 
Lacs reservation. 
Many have never 
resided there and would be as much 
opposed to moving upon the reserva­ 
tion as to White Earth. 
The Indians 
are found at Deerwood, tinake river, 
Mora, Pine City, Hinckley, Atkin, 
Rice Lake, Fort Ripley and other 
points, living mostly in wigwams 
Practically none of their children go 
to school and no oue is interested in 
them except lo make what they can 
by selling them liquor for the few 
dollare they pick up selling game aud 
picking berries.” 
“The Mille Lacs band have parted 
with all title to their reservation. 
It 
has been so held by the interior de­ 
partment, and settlers have taken the 
land. 
It is not proposed to drive 
these Indians West to some barren 
waste, but to provide them with good 
homes iu one of the most fertile region 
in the state. 
The government is es­ 
pecially anxious to do well by these In ­ 
dians. Never in the history of its deal­ 
ings with the Indians have more flat­ 
tering offers been made. Good houses 
have been built for them at White 
Earth. Every man, woman aud child is 
provided with eighty acres of first- 
class land. 
A new cook stove is put in 
the house and plenty of good food is 
provided for them until they can get 
a start 
at farming. Oxen, wagons, 
sleighs and farming implements are 
furnished them. 
They are carefully 
looked after if they are sick. 
Good 
schools are there to board, clothe aud 
educate their children. 
Transporta­ 
tion is furnished to move them com­ 
fortably to White Earth. 
They are 
there participants in a fund which 
will amount to millions of dollars 
from the sale of pine and argicultural 
land which they have ceded and 
which is now being appraised for 
their benefit. They are asked to go 
to a country in every way better 
adapted to their want*. 
True there 
are claim agents in Washington who 
ar* looking forward to make a claim 
m the next congress, bnt no one is 
prompted by other than wicked and 
selfish motives in advising these poor, 
deluded people to refuse this assist­ 
ance. 
Many of this band have moved 
to White Earth, and are contented 
and happy. The wealthiest full-blood 
Indian family 
(Knickerbocker) on 
White Earth reservation is a family 
which came to White Earth from 
Mille Lacs utterly destitute. 
If ever 
trouble arises at Mille Lacs, the re ­ 
sponsibility must rest where it be­ 
longs.

At each end of

cate that she means to attack Russia on the 
east if necessary.

The French law dealing w ith the con­ 
ditions of female ami child labor in fac­ 
tories has been promulgated. 
It prohibits 
the employment of children under twelve 
whether they have an educational certifi­ 
cate or not, w hile all children under thir­ 
teen m ust have a medical certificate. 
The 
inspectors may also require a medical ex­ 
amination in the case of children under 
sixteen to ascertain if they are not over­ 
tasked. 
Under sixteen years of age the 
work is lim ited to ten hours a day, and 
under eighteen to sixty hours a week. 
N ight work is prohibited for women and 
girls and for young men under eighteen.

more the thoughts of the people

“P lum ed K night,” was such an objec t of 
devotion. 
F o r years he ’stood 
in 
the* 
very first rank of the groat men of the 
land and few- rueu have ever wielded such 
a potent influence as Jam es G. Blaine. 
H e w as the one whom his party delight­ 
ed to honor and whose word w as law 
with bis followers. W ith the exception of 
the presidential chair he achieved every 
form of success possible to a statesm an 
in a free country. 
H e began a t the bot­ 
tom of the ladder of fame. 
H e rose to 
the top, and with his death there passes 
away one of the foremost figures in the 
history of the republic. 
F ew men have 
had so many ardent adm irers and de­ 
voted 
riends. 
H e made 
m any bitter 
enemies as well. 
This w as but a n atural 
result of the position he tilled iu lit?*. 
But now' all animosity is buried, and i 
friends and political foes alike* unite iu 
expressions of regret a t the passing aw ay 
jf the “ m an from M aine.”

At the time of his entrance in 
congress, in 1S<*2. his private fortune was 
estimated to be in the neighborhood of i2.%<». 
<**». His estate is probably worth a million 
dollars. 
His personal appearance was altogether 
striking. A rugged mien, a face furrowed 
wit it strongly marked lines surrounding the 
month and other features beK|*oke will |s>w- 
er indomitable anti firmness unswerving.

The 
quail literally cover the ground, and 
can he caught by hand. Those who 
are profiting by catching and shipping 
them to San Francisco capture more 
than they can bag. 
Hundreds of doz­ 
ens are shipped daily by express. 
They have used up all tneir lumber 
for boxes, and have about used all 
the barley sacks in the country, ship­ 
ping them in th a t manner. The chil­ 
dren make from $7 to $20 a day 
catching them, and their numbers do 
not seem to diminish. Similar reports 
of the great number of these birds 
come from Agua Caliente and Gila 
Bend, and their slaughter goes along 
daily.—Yuma (A. T.)Sentinel.

Denting. They had been placed there 
fully 800 years ago, probably for pro­ 
tection againat 
some enemy, and 
the entrance to tlie cave had been 
sealed with sun-dried adobe bricks 
and natural rocks, cemented togeth­ 
er with adobe plaster. The mumilied 
bodies of the male and female were 
found seated side by side, faced tow­ 
ard the east, as was the ancient bur­ 
ial custom. A 7-year old boy was 
at the right of the lather, and a girl 
of probably 2 years was at the left of 
the mother. No embalming process had 
been used, and the petrification was 
entire v due to the drying action in 
th at high and air tight cave. 
The 
skeletons are wonderfully well 
pre 
served and the muscles, nerves and 
tendons, with the various internal 
organs, all remain. The skin of the 
faces may even be seen, and on the 
head of the woman is yet her splendid 
growth of dark brown 
hair. The 
clothing remains, though not intact. 
The m an’s garment was of 
some 
rough material th at looked like dried 
grass plaited. The woman was dress­ 
ed in woven cloth and, true to her 
sex. she had the larger child clad in a 
fabric, while anout the baby was a 
robe of fur. 
Eight centuries have 
passed and the Toltecs are going to 
the mechanic s fair.

ment against t eneticiaries, provided that 
no assessment shall be in excess of the 
actual benefits con erred and provided that 
in no ca>e shall the adoption ot this plan 
do away with the rights of communities 
under the present law. 
Resolved, that the exemption of u n u ­ 
sual railroad lauds lrom taxation is in 
m any counties, the greatest hindrance to 
good roads. 
We therefore demand such 
changes in our laws as will subject all 
land to Fixation. 
We also dem and that 
all railrca<Hand be subjected to special as­ 
sess men t for street, road?, and other pur­ 
poses, the same as other lands whenever 
such policy of special assessment may be 
adopted. 
Resplved that the legislature be asked to 
make an appropriation to hav e.5 0,000 cop­ 
ies of the yroceedings of this good roads 
convention printed in pamphlet form and 
distributed throughout the state, 
Rufus Cook, of Minneapolis, read a paper 
on ‘‘Stone Roads, the Two Systems, Tel lord 
and Macadam Compared, Common Gravel 
Roads, Drainage, Foundation Material for 
Wearing Surlace."

The moral enforced by the low price of 
wheat is an ancient one, which the 1‘ioneer 
Press has preached to the people, not en­ 
tirely without effect it is glad to say, for the 
last twenty years. 
It is through diversified 
farming th at our agricultural interest is to 
work out its own salvation; and the men 
who are suffering became they have ex­ 
pended all their capital and labor on the 
production of wfieut which will m arket for 
little above what it 1ms cost them, have, to 
a certain extent, only themselves to blame. 
The plain fact is tliat there is over-produc­ 
tion of wheat. 
There is more wheat raised 
in the world than can be marketed, under 
ordinary conditions, at a price sufficient to 
give 
the 
grower 
a 
reasonable 
com­ 
pensation 
for 
his 
work. 
This 
is 
natural 
conseqence 
of 
an 
unprece­ 
dented development of the wheat-growing 
area in the United States. 
Under the stim- 
ulous of cheap lands and low transporta­ 
tion rates, the wheat product of this coun­ 
try has increased la-terthan the world's de­ 
mand, so th at there is a steady surplu s It 
is a st»te of things which will remedy it- 
seifin the course of a lew years; hut in the 
meantime it is full of hardship for those 
whoso dependence is upon a crop no long­ 
er rated at a',price which gives a living profit. 
When this state of affairs comes to pass 
in any other business, unless it is known to 
he temporary, men do not continue to 
put their labor into products that offer 110 
satisfactory return. 
They change their in­ 
dustry with surprising swiftne-s to con­ 
form to the transitions of the market, and 
over-production cures it?ell by tlie transfer 
of activity 'rota the field where there is too 
m uch to that whete tisere 
is a deficit.

To consider hut a single item, there lias 
been now for some years a constant de­ 
mand for more hogs than the market can 
furnish, at prices which makes hor-raising 
a remunerative business.

It may take better winter quarters in 
Minnesota, hut to offset that it is well to re­ 
member that a ca?e of hog cholera was 
never heard of iu the colder 
clima e. 
South St. Paul wants a million hogs iu d>{, 
and will take every hog raised in Minneso­ 
ta at its market value for cash. 
The aver­ 
age cost of hog? on this m arket for the past 
five years is a b o u t$4 50, which pays a profit 
in excess of any crop the farmer can raise, 
while the present price i? about $7..5*3 per 
c. w. t , live weight. 
Farmers should diversify their product. 
Constant raising of wheat and grain iuux>v- 
erishes the land, and render? it com para­ 
tively, of little va' ue. 
A crop of hogs can 
be raise i and marketed in from 
ten to 
tw elvem onths. 
Eve y farmer north of 8t. 
Paul should raise, at least a few hogs, and 
they should use good judgm ent in securing 
good breeds of hogs. 
Farm ers who wish 
to engage in hog raising 
can secure the 
breeding hogs, any day in the year, at the 
8tock Yards, in South S'. Paul, this lact is 
mentioned as farmers are constantly asking 
us where they can secure the stock hogs.
